Determined Position 
Unfair. 


NEW DEMAND TO BE MADE TODAY 


Legal artillery was swung into action yes- 
terday by the city administration against the 
gas company in the fight over the rate Chi- 
cago consumers shall be charged for gas. 

At 5 o’clock in the afternoon a deputy 
bailiff from the Municipal courts called on 
the officials of the Peoples Gaslight and Coke 
company with papers authorizing him to 
seize by replevin data on which the report 
of Expert W. J. Hagenah recommending 77 
cent gas was based. The bailiff was foiled by 
officers of the gas company, who told him he 
“could not have the papers because the 
papers were not there.”’’ 

The city retorted by serving notice on the 
gas company that, unless it accedes to the 
demands, permits on all work requiring 
municipal approval will be held up. 

Another . effort to obtain the records 
probably will be made this morning. In case 
it fails proceedings in trover for the re- 
covery of the papers or their monetary 
equivalent may be begun. In any event 
peaceful negotiation has been cut off. The 
city has began its program of fight by hold- 
ing up a permit for a tunne! under the north 
branch of the river at North avenue. 

“ We're through waliting,’’ was the ultl- 
matum of the municipal law department 
“ We're going to get those papers, for they 
are city property\” 


Calis City “Unfair.” 

General Counsel James F.. Meagher pro- 
tested that the city administration had been 
unfair in not waiting a reasonable time fora 
reply to the letter written to the company by 
Assistant Corporation Counsel Hoyne for the 
chairman of the committee on gas, oil, and 
electric light last week. 

‘We received the letter on Saturday,” he 
sald, ‘‘ and here on Monday, before we have 
had a chance to reply to it, a writ of replevia 
is served upon us. The request is materially 
different from the first one made, 

‘It asks that Mr. Bemis be Allowed to In- 
vestigate the <a. ‘going value.’ Any 
man who can com such a value can do so 
from the Hagenah report. It also asks that 
he be allowed to investigate the rate of return 
that shall be allowed on the investment, the 
company’s operating expenses, and its in- 
come. 

‘The rate of return is simply a question of 
risk. It isa theory, a principle for a discus- 
sion of which the company’s recorcs are not 
necessary. Our operating expenses and in- 
come are shown in the Hagenah report and 
in the sworn statements of the company, ifs 
annual reports, and its reports to the federal 
government. 


Tells of Pringle’s Talk. 

‘ Refore this investigation began Alc Prin- 
gle, then chairman of the committee on 
gas, oil, and electric light, and Mr. Hagenah 
discussed with me the question whether Mr. 
Hagenah should be given free and unrestrict- 
ed access to all matters pertinent to rate 
making. : 

“T told them that this would be done if 
the details were kept im confidence, az is done 
by federal investigators. I also made it con- 
ditional that the men brought into the offices 
be men whom we could prove by investiga- 
tion to be trustworthy. 

‘The investigation five years ago to which 
we consented gave the investigators posses- 
sion of important information which later 
they divulged to their dwn profit. They took 
the stand against the company in proceedings 
that hac no connection with rate making. 

“We knew Mr. Hagenah and knew him to 
be efficient and honest, as straight as a gun 
barrel, and as independent as anyone could 
wish. We also found that the men he selected 
to act as his aids were of the same type, and 
we opened all our records tothem. We gave 
them every bit of information they asked 
that was in our possession, 


Protest Against Bemis. 
_* That was done under an agreement that 
we feel should be observed. Wealready have 
stated our opinion of Mr. Bemis to the com- 
‘mittee and feel that we should notgbe asked 
to throw our books open to him, Jf any of 
these papers are wanted in court prceceedings, 
ae is intimated, the proper wey to obtain 
them is by a subpcena from the court in which 
the proceedings are being heard." 

Representatives of the company also as- 
serted that the use of a writ of replevin in 
this instance was improper. They said the 
city might gain temporary possession of the 
papers, and then the suit might result tn 
favor of the company. In such an event, they 
asserted, the city would have gained its end 
by having access to all the information 
sought, and the company, although declared 
the rightful owner of the papers, would have 
no redress. They said that the information 
gained might be used to the damage of the 
company without being of any value in rate 
making. 

They declined to predict what wil! result 
from a second service of the writ of replevin 
this morning or to forecast the possibility of 
any counter proceedings by the corporation. 


Gaing Suit in Municipal Court. 
Announcement that a replevin suit had 
been begun was made by Corporation Coun- 
sel Sexton and his first assistant, Maclay 
Hoyne, late in the afternoon.

VAST FORGERIES 


Manufacturer’s Operations Un- 
covered by Changed 
Street Numbers. 


LOSS TO EXCEED $200,000. 


The changing of the street numbers in 
downtown Chicago is directly responsible for 
the discovery of a new captain of high 
finance in Muskegon, Mich., which resulted 
last night in his arrest there on a charge of 
violation of the federal banking laws pre- 
ferred by the Old National bank of Grand 
Rapids, Mich. ‘ 

Frank C. Jones, formerly a Chicago law- 
yer, but for several years president of the 
American Electrical Fuse company and a 
director of the Hackley National bank of 
Muskegon, is the man. His fraudulent oper- 
ations will run into the hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars, it is alleged. 

Jones admitted before his arrest that in 
his capacity as president of the Michigan 
manufacturing corporation he had forged 
notes and drafts and committed false ac- 
knowledgments of accounts sufficient to de- 
velop a capital of $720,000. 

With this not insignificant sum, frankly 
asserted Jones, he “ successfully " carried 
on a losing business for a period covering 
nearly eight years. 

“The business was just beginning to 
‘pay,’ ’’ he said, sorrowfully, when the break 
in the chain occurred) But for an accident 
traceable to the new numbering he might 
have gone on indefinitely as a seemingly suc- 
cessful manufacturer and prominent citizen 
of Muskegon. 


Liabilities About $720,000. 

The labilities of the American Electrical 
Fuse company, the failure of which was 
brought about by the revelation of its presi- 
dent’s practices, are estimated at $720,000. 
with assets variously placed at from $250,- 
000 to $500,000 

Among the Chicago victims of the manu- 
facturer-forger’s operations are the Mer- 
cantile Credit company, whose president, 
A. R. Jones—not a retive, by the way— 
places his firm's loss at near $100,000; the 
Commonwealth Commercial company, which 
President J. E. Bayrd figures has between 
$40,000 and $530.000 coming, and the Conti- 
nental and Commercial National bank, re- 
ported to be out from $20,000 to $30,000 

The new street numbers In the loop brought 
about the dénouvement in the following man- 
ner: 

Last Thursday the Continental and Com- 
mercial National bank received a note for 
collection amounting ft $3,000. The address 
given was that of the American Electrical 
Fuse company’s Chicago branch. The tele- 
phone directory shows two branches at 290 
Fifth avenue and 185 Jacks6n boulevard, 
both old numbers. 

Being unable to find the place the messen- 
ger from the bank decided to locate the name 
written as the maker, a Chicago business 
man. The business man immedéately notified 
the bank that the note wase forgery. The 
bank in turn notified the bank at Muskegon 
from which the note had been forwarded. 


Seems Glad to Confess. 

Jones was confronted with the evidence of 
his guilt With scarce:y a tremor he ad- 
‘mitted it, apparently glad that the matter 
had come to an end. Not only did he confess 
the forgery of the $38.000 note, but he out- 
lined in brief a series of other fraudulent acts. 

Different creditors were notified of the de- 
velopments and assembled at Muskegon for 
the purpose of learning what they could save 
from the financial wreck. 


The tact was ascertained that the Ameri- 


can Electrical Fuse company was apparently 
a going concern, with a factory building and 
plant worth $250,000 if sold at forced sale, ac- 
cording to the opinion of an expert, and ac- 
counts that might net $50,000 or so. The fac- 
tory employed about 700 mien and did a busi- 
ness amounting to $30,000 to $35,000 a month. 

Bankruptcy proceedings were brought yes- 
terday at Grand Rapids, Mich., resulting in 
the appointment of Paul 8S. Moon. vice presi- 
dent of the Muskegon Savings bank, as re- 
ceiver 


Tells Story Before Arrest. 

Creditors were not so much interested in 
what to do with Jones as what disposition 
to make of the business in order to receive 
the best returns of a bad bargain, and no 
action was taken during the day toward his 
apprehension on a criminal charge, notwith- 
standing his startling recital of crime. 

Last night, however, the Old National 
bank of Grand Rapids, which had been 
duped out of $50,000, swore out a Warrant 
for Jones. He was arrested by the United 
States marshal from Grand Rapids. 

Jones’ confession was made in the office of 
the state’s attorney at Muskegon In the 
presence of his heaviest creditors. For 
three hours he calmly related the detafis of 
seven years of forgery, even proudly com- 
paring some of his work with a real signature 
on one of the notes. 

Careful examination of figures in the 
muddled system of bookkeeping conducted 
by the corporation backed up the president's 
story. 

Following a meeting of the d@'rectors, It 
was given out by the American Electrical 
Fuse company that not @ stockholder in 
the concern need expect to get more than 
5 cents on the dollar out of his stock. 

Jones contends that all the money he re- 
ceived was turned into the ousiness, leaving 
nothing for himself but his modest home in 


Muskegon. 


‘BLACK HAND’ THROWS 2 BOMBS; 
SHATTER FRONTS OF SALOONS. 


First Missile Jars Twenty-second Street 
Police Station; Second Comes Further 
West; Italians Victims. 


—_ 


Two bombs were exploded shortly after 
this morning on the south side. 
The first was exploded at the front of a 
building occupied by Ignazio Sottusanto, 
2918 Wentworth avenue. 

Last April a bomb was exploded in the door- 
way of Sottosanto’s saloon, after he had re- 
fused to comply with the demands of the 
“black hand.” 

While the police were making an investi- 
gation at the wrecked bullding, another ex- 
plosion occurred near Twenty-sixthb and Un- 
ion streets. 

The first bomb was credited to “ black 
hand” agents, and a policeman who was in 
the vicinity saw two men running from 
the place a moment after the echoes of the 
explosion died away. 

Sottosanto’s place was wrecked by the 
bomb and all the members of the man's fam- 
ily, who were asleep in the building, were 
blown from their beds. The front of the 
pbuilding was wrecked. 

Detectives from the Twenty-second street 
station, almost directly across the street, 
were soon on the scene, but all trace of the 
perpetrators was lost. Itis believed that two 
men, thought to be members of the “ black 
hand,’ touched off the dynamite fuse and 
then fled south in Wentworth avenye dart- 
ing down an alley and escaping in the dark- 
ness. 

Policeman O. Tierath of the station was 
passing in front of the building when he saw 
the two men dash out of the entrance to the 
building. 

The front of a building occypied by Sam 
Rinella at 2600 Union street was torn off 
by the second bomb explosion. Rinella and 
seven members of his family were thrown 
from their beds, but none was injured. A 
building across the street was damaged by 
the shock

SHOOTS WITNESS - 
IN LABOR MURDER 


| Richard Murphy Attacks 
Friend of Gentleman 
Wanted at Trial. 


ATTEMPT TO ‘GET’ OTHERS 


* Paddy "’ Murray, a close friend of Mra 
Willlam Gentleman and an important wit- 
ness for the state in the forthcoming trial of 
“Mossy” Enright, the alleged murderer of 
the woman’s husband, was shot last Sunday 
because, it is charged, shooting was consid- 
ered the best way of closing the man’s mouth 
and keeping him off the witnegs stand. 

Murray is at the Gentleman residence under 
the care of a physician, who says that he may 
not live. He was shot through the mouth 
and the bullet still is in his throat because 
the doctors dare not attempt to extricate it. 

Richard Murphy of 1837 West Thirty-third 
street is the man who shot Murray, according 
to two eyewitnesses. He now is a prisoner 
at the New City police station. He will be 
arraigned in court today and it is expected 
that disclosures will be made at that time 
which will prove that every form of intimida- 
tion is being used to frighten Mrs. Gentleman 
and her friends from taking the stand when 
Enright ts put on trial. 


Shot Down as He Turns. 

Murray was in company with Henry Mac- 
Gregor and Tom Lane. The latter is em- 
ployed with Murray a5 a pipe man for the 
city. The three men were coming along 
Ashland avenue and had reached Fifty-first 
street. In front of 24 Murphy came up to 
them. He asked Murray what his name was. 

“ Look out.’ said Murphy. and as his victim 
| turned he said: ‘Vell, | might as well give 
it to you here as any place. Allright, Paddy.” 
Then he fired 

Lane went to the nearest police box and. 
tearing off the door, sent in the alarm to the 
New City station. Meantime, MacGregor 
kept the would-be assassin in sight. 

When the patrol wagon arrived, Mac- 
Gregor pointed out Murphy's hiding place 
Tweo policemen approached him from behind 
and. covering him witb their guns, demanded 
that he surrender. 


Try to “Fix’’ Witnesses. 

Attempts to intimidate and “fix” wit- 
nesses who have been subpeenaed to testify 
before the grand jury, which is invesfigating 
the labor murders and sluggings. were dis- 
covered yesterday by the police. _ 

Inspector Hunt said his detectives had the 
description of two men who were trying 
to reach a witness who testified during the 
day in the Vincent Altman murder case, and 
that orders for the arrest of the sair had 
been issued. 

“Every man we catch trying to communi- 
cate with one of these witnesses or hanging 
about his residence will be taken Into cus- 
tody uniess the suspect can give a good 
account of himself,” the inspector ssid. “ We 
have information that a number of persons 
connected with these slugging cases have 
been annored by men who can have no 
honest reason for bothering them. I have 
given my detectives orders to arrest these 
fellows.”’

ACID, NOT SORROW, 
SLEW MRS. MINARD, 
CORONER FINDS 


Schoo! Principal’s Wife Ended 
\ Life While Grieving at 
His Absence. 


HE TALKS AT THE INQUEST 


Cvercome by Emotion, Husband Tells 
How He Happened to 
Leave Home. 


BUSINESS TRIP NOT EXPLAINED 


It was carbolic acid, selfaken, nét con- 
vulsive grief, that ended the life of Mra. 
Mattie R. Minard early Sunday morning 
while she awaited the return of her husband, 
Prof. Charlies W. Minard of Maywood, prin- 
cipal of the Jacques Marquette School. 

This was determined yesterday by Dr. H. G. 
W. Reiuhardt, coroner's physician, after an 
autopsy. Subsequently Dr. Reinhardt's find- 
ings were ratified by an inquest, at which 
Prof. Minard, haggard and emotionally 
dazed, gave brief testimony. 

The professor was not questioned with 
much rigor by Deputy Coroner M. P. Hart- 
ney. His twenty-four hour disappearance, 
the cause of his wife's deep dejection before 
her suicide, was only lightly touched on. He 
denied having had a quarrel with his wife. 

“ Mrs. Minard was in poor health,” he said, 
falteringly. “ She had a poor heart and suf- 
fered from a nervous disérder. Saturday 
was a terribly hot day and she worked hard 
in the morning.’ ~ 

With her anxiety over his absence, the 
professor believed, these conditions caused 
death from natural causes 


Unnerved by Disclosures. 

At this point the result of the autopsy was 
read. The professor swayed in his chair. It 
was his first information that his wife was 
a suicide. A: minute later, when he was 
asked to sign his deposition, his signature 
was so illegible through nervousness that 
Dr. Reinhardt chaffed him in an effort te 
brace him up. 

“I don't see how they let you stay in schoo? 
if you write that way,” the doctor sai4. 

If Prof. Minard heard the comment he 
didn't give any indication of having done so. 
After being excused the principal was re- 
quired, in spite of his objections, to identify 
the body of his wife in the next room.

There are at least a dozen others who have 
been served with notice to report to the sen- 
ate committee. Who they are cannot be 
learned definitely, but it is believed most of 
them are witnessess who were examined by 
the Helm. committee. 

It is expected Tilden will bring along his 
books and papers. Should he fail to do so, 
he will be ordered to produce them. A re- 
fusal on his part will result in a prompt re- 
port of the fact to the senate, and the vice 
president will certify Mr. Tilden for contempt 
proceedings to the local courts. 


Different from Judge Petit. 

These courts wil) not pursue Judge Petit’s 
policy. They are not subject to Lorimer 
influence and it may be expected they will 
send Mr. Tilden to-jail if be continues con- 
tumacious. This likewise is true of other 
witnesses who may be unwiNing to teatify or 
t® present to the committee papers in their 
possession which, in the opinion of the com- 
mittee, may throw light upon the methods by 
which Lorimer procured his seat.

Undoubtedly Sen- 
ator Penrose will be asked to repeat to the 
committee the conversations which ocaurred 
between him and Hines, to which the latter 
referred in his testimony before the Helm 
committee. 


Lorimer Appears in Senate. 

Senator Lorimer, bland, but with his smile 
missing, appeared today in the senate cham- 
ber. He spoke to several senators and then 
occupied his seat on the Republican side. 
Few approached him. Senators Gamble and 
Paynter, who were members of the commit- 
tee which investigated the charges against 
him last fall, and the former of whom is a 
member of the new committee, sat beside him 
for a few minutes end neld earnest converse 
with him. 

Mr. Lorimer conferred with Senator Dil- 
lingham and was informed of what the com- 
mittee had done upto this time. He said he 
bad not yet employed counsel, but would be 
ready to make his detense whenever the coim- 
mittee deaird to go om with the case. He 
said he expected to be vindicated a second 
time 

The senator said he had retained ag his 
counsei Kibridge Hanecy, who looked after 
his interests in the previous senate invegti- 
gation. 

He listened attentively to speeches in con- 
nection with the dinect election of senators, 
but left the senate chamber just as Speaker 
Borah of Idaho, in his peroration of a bril- 
liant speech, uttered these remarks: 

“If Madison had been able to see what we 
see, and to know what we know, what do you 
think the father of the constitution would 
have done [about direct election of sen- 
ators]? If he had looked upon seats in thie 
chamber, vacant by reason of deadlocks in 
the legislature; if be had seen what we saw 
last winter—one-hailf of the legislatyre of a 
state fleeing like fugitives across the state 
line and dealing with their colleagues as their 
foes; if he had traveled through the filth and 
corruption into which this senate hae been 
boring during the last year; if the men who 
framed the constitution had known that the 
duty of electing a senator had developed upon 
a legislature turned from a legiziative intoa 
politica) body torn and distracted by intrigue 
and corrupted by powerful interests, what do 
you think they would have done?”’ 

Mr. Lorimer‘is expected to return tomorrow 
to Chicago. He will come back next Monday 
and be prepared to defend himself durihg the 
hearing. The Dillingham committee will go 
to Chicago, Springfield, and Duluth in July. 

Aldrich Promises to Appear. 

Providence, R. 1., June 12.—Fiormer Untted 
States Senator Nelson W. Aldrich said toe 
night thet he will appear before the Lorimer 
investigating committee at Washington. Mr. 
Aldrich was invited by the committee to tes- 
tify within a Week or ten days, and tonight 
he sent the following telegram to Sergeant 
at Arms Ransdell of the senate: 

“ It will not be convenient for me to appear 
before the committee within ten days, but 
I wilh come as soon as I can. A subpona 
will not be necessary,” 

Mr. Aldrich seid he does not know anything 
about the case, but will appear to please the 
investigators. He will leave tomorrow on a 
fishing trip to the Thousands Isiands.

from Race; Told to “Do 
His Best.” 
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HELD COURSE DANGEROUS 


Teammate Tells 
Fears at Inquest; Hearing 
Continued. 


Marcel Basle, the automobile racer killed : 


on Saturday at Hawthorne track, rode to his 
death because he was a “good soldier,” 
ready to “ take his orders,”’ even though he 
knew that in taking those orders he was 
risking his life. 

It was brought out at the inquest over 
Basle’s body conducted by Coroner Hoffman 
at St. Anthony’s hospital yesterday that the 
young driver had repeatedly declared that 
“death curve,”’ the part of the track on 
which he was killed, was in such a dangerous 
condition that it was as much as a man’s 
life was worth to race over it in such a light 
car as he was driving. 


Mortimer Roberts, his team mate, said that 


both Basle and he made up their minds that 
the track was not fit to race on, and had 
both wanted to withdraw. 


Wanted to Withdraw. 

“We knew,” said Roberts, “that it was 
extremely hazardous to race small cars like 
we were riding—cars with a forty-five inch 
tread—over a track as rough as the Haw- 
thorne track was at the farturn. Ours were 
the smallest cars at the track and both of us 
were afraid of it. We wanted to withdraw.” 

B. C. Spitzley, assistant general manager of 
the Abbott- Detroit team, of which Basle and 
Roberts were the members, is said to have 
admitted that a short time before the race 
Basle had come to him and asked to be al- 
lowed to withdraw. 

“ Spitzley told him,” Roberts said, “to go 
ahead and do the best he could—that It was 
too late thten to withdraw. If Basle had 
gone to the referee and made his complaint he 
would have been excused and it is likely he 
would be alive today.” 


Sends Driver to Death? 

Basle went ahead as he was told. Left be- 
hind at the start, he exerted all his skill to 
make up the distance between him and the 
leadérs. He came up to “ death curve "’ close 
pressed by the racers behind him, and he 
knew that the only way he could beat them 
was to take a chance on the turn that they 
mfght fear to take. So he “ aid the best he 
could ” and came into “death curve” with 
an opentbrottle. The curve proved as deadly 
as he feared. His machine was not built for 
such work. Going at top speed, it suddenly 
turned turtle on top of him and crushed out 
his life. 

Roberts said that in his opinion the bad 
condition of the track, coupled with the 
narrow tread of Basle’s car, was the chief 
cause of the accident. “ My machine was the 
same as Marcel's,”’ he said. “ After the first 
round I slowed up and took no more chances. 
If I had hit the curve with the same speed 
that Basle did I should have been killed too. 


“Wo Small Car Could Survive.” 


“There never was a small car madethat 


‘could r@de that track safely at high speed 
in the condition that it was Saturday. 


The 
heavier cars could hold the turns all right.’’ 

John G. De Long, the referee of the races, 
and David Beecroft, special representative of 
the American Automobile association, testi- 
fied that they were both opposed to the kind 
of racing that Hawthorne track In the con- 
dition it was Saturday presented. 

It was brought out that De Long had taken 
precautions to prevent just such accidents as 
had killed. Basle. De Long was of the opin- 
ion that inexperience contributed to Basle’s 
disaster.

Attorney Shaeffer said he was forced to ad- 
mit yesterday that circumstances make it 
appear improbable that his clients will return 
to try to prove their charges against the 
police officials. 

The sudden disappearance of Foster and 
Haley aroused the ire of Chief of Police Mc- 
Weeny and Assistant Chief Schuettler, and 
both assert that if it is possible to extradite 
them and force them to return here and 
tell their stories such action will be taken. 

‘*T have every reason to believe that Foster 
and Haley are somewhere between Ogden, 
Utah, and Sacramento, Cal., and will reach 
Oakland tonight or in the morning,’’ asserted 
Assistant Chief Schuettler. “ If we can bring 
them back we will.”’ 


Chief Calls Up Attorney. 
Chief McWeeny, when he heard that the 


i} men had been paid to leave the city, called 


Attorney Shaeffer on the telephone. He 
was assured that if the men should return 
they will be brought to him ef once. 

“Y guess there is little doubt about their 
being brought here if they come back,” he 
said. “ But they will not come back un- 
less they have to. If there is a way to 
get them here I will find it out. Things 
are worse now than if nothing had ever 
been said. I am about satisfied that the 
mén have gone to stay.”

Six boys, all but one of them still in their 
"teens, have been Chicago's most active auto 
tLieves for the last three months Four of 
trem are in custody, one in a hospital be- 
cause of a beating received when he resisted 
arrest, and the other three at the New City 
police station. 

Three of the score or more cars stolen by 


the boys have been recovered, and two have

been claimed by their owners, while the 
police are searching for the owner of the 
third, which bears Illinois license tag No. 
6307. All told, their loot is supposed to have 
reached into the tens of thousands of dollars. 

The police refuse to give the names of the 
two boys for whom they are searching, but 
the four in custody are as follows: 


Greenhoff, Raymond, 18 years old, 5967

Knief, Edward, 20 years old, alias ‘Car! 
William,” 68622 South Ashland avenue. 

Riebel, Joseph, 18 years old, 6240 South 
Marshfield avenue. 

Wharrie, James, 18 years old, 5939 


Justine street. 

These boys did not steal automobiles for 
‘joy riding” purposes. They were in the 
business for the money there wes in it. 
They had a barn where they repainted the 
care afd altered their license tags, so they 
could be sold to unsuspecting buyers at re- 
duced rates. Apparently they were familiar 
vith only one make of car, for all the thefts 
so far traced to them have been of cars of 
the same make. 


Nerve Leads to Capture. 

It was the nerviest of their exploits that 
led to their capture. This was nothing less 
than an invasion of the New City station to 
claim one of the cars they had stolen them- 
selves and then been forced to abandon be- 
cause the supply of gasoline gave out. 

The arrest of the spurious claimant, after 
a fight in which he was severely beaten, led 
to the capture of his companion and the 
Giscovery of their “ repair shop.” The pris- 
oner’s parents, not knowing that he was in 
custody, and alarmed at his continued ab- 
sence from home, appealed to the police to 
find him. When they learned the facts in 
the case they furnished the clew that led to 
the arrest of the others of the band. 

Riebel and Wharrie stole Fred McArthur’s 
car Sunday from in front of the Fisher 
bullding in’ Dearborn street, where McArthur 
has an office. When the gasoline gave out 
at Fortieth street and Ashland avenue the 
boys abandoned the car, which was taken to 
the New City police station by a patrolman 
a short time later.

When Knief's parents inquired for him yes- 
terday they told the police that he had been 
in the habit of staying in a barn at the rear of 
6659 ‘Hamilton avenue. 

Detectives Connelly and Donnelly were sent 
to the barn, where they surprised Greenhoff, 
Riebel, and Wharry at work on two other 
automobiles. The boys were painting the 
cars and had spurious license tags ready to 
attach to them. They submitted to arrest 
without a struggle and were taken to the 
station in the stolen automobiles. The police 
learned that one of these cars had been stolen 
from A. K. Matheckis, 2800 Washington bou- 
levard. 

Riebel in a confession made to the police 
said that Knief had rented the barn and di- 
rected the operations of the gang. He also 
gave the police the names of the other two 
boys, for whom they are now searching. 


Even Stole Paint. 

Even the materials used in changing the 
appearance of the stolen cars, Riebel said, 
were stolen from the Chicago Taxicab com- 
pany, Fourteenth street and Michigan 
avenue. 

According to the confession, the boys have 
been stealing automobiles for nearly three 
months and have sold all they stole except 
the three that were recovered. Riebel refused 
to say just how many machines bad been 
sold or who had bought them. 

Mrs. Annie Lane, a widow, \rented the barn 
to the boys. The detectives searched her 
house and found several ayto lamps and sup- 
plies in a becroom. She said these belonged 
to Knief. Mrs. Lane’s daughter, Florence, 
is said to be Knief’s sweetheart and the po- 
lice are planning to question both women 
further.

SITE FOR HARBOR 


Work on Problem to Be 
- Rushed to Put Dock System 
Location to Vote in Fall. 


PNGINEERS ON THE PLANS 


Scheme Proposed for North of 
the Mouth of the River 
Seems to Be Favored. 


Rapid progress with the planning of a 
municipal outer harbor is to be sought by the 
council committee on harbors, wharves, and 
bridges in the hope that the question of the 
location of the city’s dock system may be 
submitted to the voters at the November elec- 
tion. 

With the signing of the O'Connor bill, Gov. 
Deneen removed the last doubt of the city’s 
right to proceed immediately with the big 
problem, and Ald. Harry E. Littler, chairman 
of the harbor committee, declared that no 
time will be lost in seizing the opportunity 
for rapid work. 

“ The big steps as I see them,” he sald, “ are 
the determination of a site for the harbor, 
the drafting of the construction plans, and 
the financing of the project. They must all 
be considered together more or less, but the 
question of location must come first. That 
must be submitted to the voters and we shall 
make every effort to place it before them at 
the November election.’’ 


Location the First Problem. 

The committee already has before the coun- 
cil a request for the assignment of committee 
rooms for its work and it is hoped that this 
will be acted upon next Moiiday. Here the 
gubcommittee on harbor, the chairman of 
which is Ald. Theodore K. Long, whose asso- 
ciates are Ald Littler, Geiger, Nance, and 
Emerson, will take up their work. 

“We shall approach our task in as thor- 
ough a manner as possible,” said Ald 
Littler; ‘“‘and we need these rooms as head- 
‘quarters for our meetings, for conducting 
lour correspondence, holding our consulta- 
tions with engineers and other advisers, and 
‘for storing our maps, plats, plans, and data. 
' “TI believe the ‘committee wil! take up first 
‘the study of the lake shore. The type of con- 
jetruction to be followed depends much upon 
\the character of the shore upon which the 
@ocks are to be built, and the cost will depend 
much upon the location. The city’s legal 
sights are different in different sections and 
‘that phase of the problem must be consid- 

lered. 

» “We have a great store of information al- 
ready on hand, such as the harbor commis- 
gion report, and it is probable that meetings 
will be held two or more times a week as 
e00n as we can get settled odwn.”’ 


Rush Preparation of Plans. 
‘Study of several plans already proposed 
has been begun in the city engineering de- 
Martment, at the suggestion of the harbor 
qommittee, with the approval of Mayor 
Harrison, and it is believed that several 
rough working drawings will be presented to 
_— week or next. 

e plan given the most consideration is 
tGat contemplating the construction of a 
. G@ock system just north of the river mouth. 
Tt was here that the joint conference be- 
tween representatives of the city council 
and the sanitary district agreed the harbor 
Should be built. It is here, also, that the 
Chicago Dock and Canal company planned 
to build a privately owned harbor. While 
the sanitary trustees and the harbor com- 
mittee were contemplating construction by 
the district plans were drawn by its en- 
gineers, and it is possible that an effort to 
use these as a starting point may be made 
‘the city. 
‘PWhen the harbor commission, headed by 
John M. Ewen, was studying the problem, 
the Commercial club urged that the base of 
the dock system be established as a pier ex- 
tension of Chicago avenue, with piers run- 
ning southward, so that all the space as 
far as the river mouth would be available for 
shipping. This idea also is being studied. 


, Outer Breakwater Suggested. 

_ Another scheme is that brought forward by 
Capt. J. G. Keith, who is said to represent 
@ number of iake vessel owners. This con- 
templates an outer break water running south 
from the mouth of the river to beyond a 
point opposite the foot of Thirty-fifth street. 
Entrance to the protected waters behind. it 
would be at either end. Inside of this would 
be a system of piers, radiating from a com- 
mon starting point on the shore Iine. 

“This offiee is concerned only with the 
Planning and construction of the harbor,’’ 
aaid Commissioner McGann of the public 
works department. “As soon as the type 
of. construction is determined upon, we will 
Graw the plans, and before that we are 
concerned only with engineering questions 
such as the question whether there shall be 
single or doubled decked piers, and that of 
connections with transportation lines includ- 
ing the. subwey.

Bishop, another assistant, to make a neces- 
sary affidavit and file the bond required. It 
was left to Mr. Bishop to select the court, and 
he chose the Municipal court. 

His affidavit set up that to the best of his 
information certain papers belonging to the 
city of Chicago were in the possession of the 
People’s Gaslight and Coke company and 
were deposited in vaults in the company's 
offices.

“When asked to return the papers, Mr. 
Wiley and Mr. Meagher said they didn’t 
have any.

When asked whether the com- 
pany had the papers or not, they refused to 
answer. Mr. Krug, telling them that formal 
demand had been made and refused, said 
that he would leave any further steps in the 
hands of the proper authorities.”

Corporation Counsel Sexton outlined the 
administration's attitude toward the com- 
pany while waiting for Bishop’s return. 

“We take the position that these papers 
are the city’s property,’’ he said, ‘‘as they 
were prpaered by an employé of the city on 
a monthly salary. The only point on which 
Mr. Hagenah differs with us on this is that 
he contends that they are his personal prop- 
erty.

WATERWAY PLAN 
FACES NEW PERIL 


Chicago Lawyer Tells Deneen 
Compromise Violates the 
Constitution. 


SENATE WILL ACT SOON. 
Adkins Probably Will Prevent 
Any Support in the Lower 
House This Week. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Springfield, IH., June 12.—[{Special.}—The 
waterway-waterpower compromise which 
will be considered in‘the extra session of the 
legislature, which opens Wednesday, faces 
a possibility of being hele unconstitutional. 

Gov. Deneen has been advised, by an emi- 
nent Chicago lawyer whose name is with- 
held, that there is danger that a direct ap- 
proriation for the purchase of water power 
sites is constitutionally impossible, at least 
highly dangerous. 

Upon this point hinges tife compromise to 
which Gov. Deneen, it is known, would throw 
his support, and which would have the assist- 
ance of all legislators except Speaker Ad- 
kins, a few of his personal friends and of the 
Lorimer-Shurtleff contingent. 


Basis for Lawyer’s Claims. 

The opinion given to the governor holds 
that under the original constitutior legis- 
lators are specifically prohibited from.mak- 
ing an appropriation for canals or railroads, 
a provision echoing the scandals in IUinois 
over “internal improvements,’’ which were 
dying out at the time of the constitutional 
convention in 1870. 

The constitutional amendment providing 
for the $20,000,000 bond issue for a deep 
waterway is the provision under which the 
proposed compromise, providing for the im- 
mediate possession by the state of the four 
water power sites on the deep waterway 
route, could be accomplished. 

Administration troubles have been Increased 
by the Chicago opinion referred to, which 
in effect holds that If the governor insists 
on the purchase of the four water power 
sites, which make up the prize for which 
the alleged ‘‘ power trust” and the state 
are racing, it must come through legisla- 
tion under the $20,000,000 bond issue amend- 
ment and be a@ part and parcel of a gen- 
eral plan for the construction of the Lock- 
port-Utica waterway stretch and that the 
water site negotiations cannot be made 
upon the basis of a direct appropriation from 
the state treasury or a bond issue floated, 
with the power sites as the foundation. 


Program for Week’s Work. 

It is determined that the Johnson bill shal! 
be introduced In the senate Wednesday morn- 
ing by Senator Johnson of Ottawa. Repre- 
sentative Noble B. Judah of Chicago will 
introduce the Johnson bill in the house on 
the same morning. 

The Johnson bill probably wfl] be on second 
reading in the senate Thursday afternoon. 
A repetition of the early morning session 
would permit the senators to wind up their 
business in time to be back home Friday 
morning. 

Meanwhile the Judah bill would be pro- 
gressing in the house, should there be a 
quorum, which now appears to be improba- 
ble. There will be no effort made to use 
any pressure upon Speaker Adkins to get 
rapid consideration. Most of the repre- 
sentative do not expect to show up in Spring- 
field thie week. ‘Probably there will be 
no house action unti) next week.

‘NATION NEEDS DRAINAGE AID’ 


Expert Says 80,000,000 Fertile 
Acres Await Reclamation. 


BEGINS TOUR OF 7 STATES. 


Urges That Panama Canal Machinery 
Be Put to Use in U. S. 


“ This country ts rapidly approaching the 
limit of productivity of land now under cul- 
tivation, and is making inroads on its distant 
reserves, There is reason for believing that 
if present conditions continue the United 
States eventually will become an importer 
instead of an exporter of foodstuffs. There 
is but one way to prevent this, and that is 
to cultivate more land.’’> 

This warning wes delivered by Clarence 
J. Blanchard, statistician of the United 
States reclamation service, to members of 
the Mid-Day club and officials of the Illinois 
Central railway last night. He made a 
luncheon address on the possibilities of re- 
claiming the 80,000,000 acres of swamp lands 
in the United States. 


Qn Eve of Tour of Seven States. 

It was the first of many addresses which 
Mr. Blanchard and M. O. Leighton, chief 
hydrographer of the geological survey, will 
deliver in a tour of seven states and sixty- 
one towns and cities throughout the Mis- 
sissippi valley. They will make the trip on 
a special train and will be accompanied by 
Illinois Central officials. The train-will leave 
Chicago today. 

“The opinioh that would naturally be 
formed from the statement that this country 
has 80,000,000 acres of overflow lands is that 
the area is so great its reclamation would be 
2 work of generations, that the cost would be 
enormous, and that the scheme is Utopian,”’ 
Mr. Blanchard said. “ The facts are to the 
contrary. Land drainage can be more readily 
acoomplished than almost any other great 
public work. 


Thinks Problem Easily Solved. 

“From am engineering standpoint the con- 
struction of a railroad from the east to the 
west coast of the United States would involve 
more real difficulties than would the drainage 
of all the swamp areas in this country. The 
increasing of our productive land value by 
$7,000,000,000, coupled with the fact that we 
are thus providing homes for citizens who 
under present conditions see fit to locate in 
another country, brings about a condition and 
a problem which must be faced and solved.” 

The point was made that the government, 
codperating with the states in drainage rec- 
lamation, could save thousands of dollars 
in acquiring necessary machinery by float- 
ing up to the Mississippi river much machin- 
ery now in use in the Canal Zone, which 
will be idle there in two years or more. 

The tour of the special train is to give im- 
petus to a movement for swamp land reo- 
lamation through government aid.

CITY TO BLAZE WITH LIGHT. 


Air Craft Forbidden to Fly Over Crowds 
on Procession Days.

LONDON, June 12.-—The last week preced, 
ing the coronation céremonies is witnessing 
the greatest energy, so far as preparations 
for the event are concerned. Today the 
workmen employed seemed to be working 
overtime, The standsand decorations which 
are to cOver the central part of the city are 
growing in number dally, and the number of 
provincials and foreigners are more no- 
ticeable in the streets every day 
Every one in the city seems to be talking 
bout the coronation, and the spirit of the 
npending ceremonies fairly saturates the 
atmosphere of the capital of the empire. 

Rehearsals of the: coming/ceremony are 
conducted in Westminster abbey every day 
under the tuition of competent. officials 
There was a full rehearsal three days ago 
amd there will be another on June 20, two 
days before the great eyent. Although the 
king and queen do not share in the re 
hearsals, for reasons that are apparent, it 
i$ quite possible that they are present to see 
their own parts in the ceremonies carried 
out by the deputies named fvr that purpose. 


Demand for Electric Roses. 

Immense sums of money have been spent in 
Gecorations and ililuminations. One firm 
alone, it is reported, is doing 1,000,000 feet of 
wiring to supply 750000 Tudor make believe 
roses, each one of which is to be a cover for 
an electric lamp. This seems to be the fa- 
vorite for decoration, and, as a consequence, 
e jarge number of ¢lubs, banks, and commer- 
¢ial houses have placed orders for electric 
roses. A lot of neighboring clubs in the weat 
end have combined in one order for 10.000 
roses to be arranged in one scheme of deco- 
ration. The Bank of England will have 5,000 
electric lamps placed so as to outline the 
structure at night. Two thousand lamps will 
decorate the American emBassy, which al- 
ready is a center of attraction, especially for 
American visitors who wish to see the great 
sight, 

From one end of Great Britain to the 
other plans have been made to build bonfires 
which will range in cost from $50 to $1,000 
each. 


Ban Placed on Aircraft. 
Acting under an act recently passed by par- 
liament, Home Secretary Churchill has 
issued an order prohibiting navigation of

air craft of any description over the county 
of London on the three days of the corona- 
tion processions, and also over Windsor and 
London on the three other days devoted to 
events connected with the coronation. The 
penalty for violations is imprisonment for 
six months or a fine of $1,000.

It 
is now announced that all the barrier gates 
will be closed. not later than 8 o'clock in the 
morning—possibly much earlier—and all seat 
holders must be tn their places by 7 o'clock.

When the dusky fighter reached London 
this afternoon there was a wildrush not only 
of porters and newsboys but of the general 
public to oateh a paar of the big bat- 
tler. 

Champion a Symphony in Brown, 

When Johnson stepped from the platform 
of the ear in which he journeyed to the 
world’s metropolis he was a symphony in 
brown. Not merely wae his skin of that hue, 
but 80 were his socks, hie suit, and his silk 
gloves. In his shirt front, which was not 
brown, gleamed a diamond the size of an 
ordinary caulifiower. 

Johnsan was surrounded at once by a 
crowd, but he edged away tou waiting motor 
car, doing a handshaking stunt as he moved 
along. His golden smile was working over- 
time and a battery of cameras flashed in 
response to the repeated cheers of the crowd 
that tratied slong ag the champion rolled 
away to the West End flat where he will live 
while here. 

Johnson intends, he says, to remain in 
England indefinitely. .He had a pleasant 
passage, but admits he was seasick.

Washington, D. C., June 12.—{Special.}— 
The nation wide demand for the establish- 
ment of a parcels post and the formidable 
Opposition organized by the express com- 
panies and the mercantile lobby will come 
together next Wédnesday in a meeting of 
the subcommittee of the house committee 
on postoffice and post roads. 

On that day the subcommittee on. parcels 
post of which Congressman Lloyd of Mis- 
sour! is chairman, will begin a series of hear- 
ings on all the proposals for legislation along 
this line which have been submitted to con- 
gress. Mr. Lioyd returned to the capital 
from Missouri today and immediately an- 
nounced that the investigation will be the 
most thorough ever undertaken by any 
committee of either branch of congress. 

“The scope of the hearings will be un- 
limited,”’ he said. “ We want to hear the 
views of all individuals and organizations 
favoring and opposing the parcels post. We 
are going to the bottom of the question.”

My first impression of the’possibility of the transfer of the disease 4 
by flies was derived from the observation of the manner in which theve 
voracious creatures, present in great numbers, and having equal access 

to the dejections and food of patients, gorged themselves indiscriminately 

and then disgorged themselves on the food and drinking utensils. In 1850 

the Superb, in common with the rest of the Mediterranean squadron, was at 

sea for nearly six months; during the greater part of the time it had cholera 

on board.

- ‘Dr. Prederick T. Lord of Boston, speaking of the importance of the fly as a dis- 
geminator of the’ bacilli of tubercutosis: “Flies may ingest tubercular sputum and 
excrete tubercle bacilli, the virulence of which may last for at least fifteen days. 
The danger of human infection from tubercular ,fily specks is by the ingestion of the 
specks on food. Tubercular material should be carefully protected from files, as they 
act as disseminators of the tubercle bacilli. During the fly season greater atten- 
tion should be paid to the screening of rooms and hospital wards containing patients 
with tuberculosis and laboratories where tubercular material is examined. As these 
precattions would not eliminate fiy infection by patients at large, foodstuffs should 
be protected from files which may already have ingested tubercular material.” 

All this proves beyond doubt the truth of what we have been hammering at in 
these articles: cleanliness in everything; cleanliness in food. If your baker or grocer, 
Or your butcher, or your milkman is not clean and does business in dirty conditions 
don’t trade with him. If he allows foodstuffs to be exposed to files go elsewhere, 
but tell him why you are going. 

For a few cents in any hardware shop you can buy screen covers of various 
sizes. Keep. these over all foodstuffs in kitchen and pantry. If you see any fly 
gpecks anywhere in the house scour them off. * 

Five years ago the Parisian journal, Le Matin, gave a prize of 10,000 francs for 
the best essay on the destruction of the house fly. A jury of scientific men awarded 
{it to the author of a memoir in which it was proposed to use residuum oil in the 
destruction of the eggs and larve of the fly. This oil is to be used in privies and 
cesspools. Two liters per superficial meter of the pit is mixed with water and 
thrown into the receptacle. It forms a covering of oil which kills all the larva, 
prevents the entrance of fiies into the pit and the hatching of eggs.

Pairs of Boots in New

New York, June 12.—[Special.)}—Miss Mary 
Garden returned to New York today, but 
not from Europe.

I have enjoyed every 
moment of my concert tour, and I think that 
I have conquered the'public as successfully 
as I do in opera. In San Francisco, for in- 
stance, on my opening night I sang “‘ Depuis 
le Jour,”’ from “ Louise,” and that is not an 
easy air to sing in concert, or anywhere else. 


Calls Week “Gorgeous One.” 

“ However, I was no sooner on the stage 
than I felt that the audience was with me. 
The whole week there was a gorgeous one. 
I've never met such people nor read such no- 
tices. From Denver west the newspapers 
couldn't say nice enough things about me. 
Some of the papers east of Denver seemed to 
reflect a part of the New York attitude to- 
ward my singing. 

“In every city that I visited I took long 
drives and tried to learn as much as I could 
about the place, and I frequented theaters, 
especially vaudeville shows.

“ Freedom, maternity, education, and mo- 
rality—all the blessed and abiding interests 
of childhoéd and the home—are in iseve in 
this supreme struggle. All wemen who honor 
their sex and love their country should unite 
with us and our working sisters in the strug- 
gle for industrial freedom.” 

In speaking of the progress of the organiza- 
tion Mrs. Robins said: 

“The work of the Women’s Trade Union 
league naturally divides into two chief de- 
partments, union organization and industria] 
legislation. In both departments the success 
of the last two years gives reason for present 
encouragement and abounding hope for the 
future. 

Social Gaip of Union Shop. 

‘Ome of the chief social indictments of 
the nonunion workshop is its tendency to 
Geetroy originality and initiative among the 
workers. By the same token, the chief social] 
gain of the union shop is not its generally 
better wages and shorter hours, but rather 
the incentive it offers for initiative and socia] 
leadership, the call it makes through a com- 
mon industrial relationship and a common 
hope upon the moral and reasoning facul- 
ties, and the sense of fellowship, indepen- 
dence, and group strength it develops. 

“In every workshop of, say, thirty girls 
there is undreamed of initiative and capacity 
for social leadership and control—unknown 
wealth of intellectual and moral resource. 
The union brings into exercise these powers 
end uses them for the benefit of the group, 
thus stimulating and increasing the indi- 
vidual and group life.”’

“L” ROADS DISPLACE WOMEN? 


Knight Calls Expense Prohibitive— 
Union Employes Threaten Big Strike 
if Wages Are Cut. 


Working hours of 25,000 women were 
shortened when Gov. Deneen appended his 
signature to the 10 hour labor bill Sunday 
night. He reduced by 50,000 hours the tasks 
daily performed by women in-tIHinols. The 
law also probably reduces the wages of 
these women, for whether they will receive 
the same pay for 10 as for 12 hours isa matter 
for the individual employers to decide. The 
law goes into effect July 1. 

The status of the women employés of the 
elevated railroacs may have to be decided by 
the courts. Under the law they cannot work 
more than lU hours. They are all members of 
a union, and have an agreement with the 
elevated roads which calls for twelve hours 
labor, which does not expire until] June, 
1912. ‘I'he four elevated roads employ about 
500 women as ticket sellers. They work from 
7 to%. ‘Those in the loop receive $1.00 a day. 

Clarence A. Knight, chairman of the board 
of elevated railway managers of the loop is 
in a quandary. “It looks like there will be 
trouble either way we turn,’’ he said. “It 
may be a question for the courts to decide, 
for we cannot afford to employ three shifts 
instead o two. We may substitute men for 
women.”’

Economical Housekeeping.

Carrot Service. 


O malign the onion and despise the car- 
rot is to declare one’s self unacquainted 
with real principles in cooking. Both 
are considered lowly vegetables by those 
who do not understand how to use them, 

but to those who do the carrot is considered 
only second to the onion as a useful ald to 
cookery of all sorts. 

It certainly has fallen from the high estate 
it attained when early in the sixteenth cen- 
tury it was introduced into England from Hol- 
land. The ladies who attended the court of 
Charles I. wore carrot leaves in their hair and 
on their court robes instead of feathers. 


To cook carrots with meat is to improve the 


meat and make it go farther. Like beans and 
peas with meat the carrot improves and makes 
savory the cheaper cuts. When people have a 
distaste for carrots they will not realize what 
it is that makes the liquid of the meat stew so 
delicious-as it is, if. the carrot used in flavoring 
it Is grated Into it and cooked. 

Savory Mutton Carrots,—Boll a lean plece of 
mutton and, after skimming, add salt and three 
or four large carrots cut in small cubes,. When 
done remove the meat and brown it in the 
oven. Cream part of the carrots for a side 
dish and leave the rest in the NMquor for the 
soup, to which may be added a little cream, 
with butter and flour for thickening and sea- 
soning to taste. Tne carrots take away the 
strong taste from the mutton.—Mrsa, H. P. 
Fitzpatrick, 6081 Vincennes avenue, 

Mutton Stew 4 la Jardiniere.—Cut into pieces 
one and a half pounds of shoulder mutton, sear 
and cook in hot water to cover. When partly 
cooked let cool and skim part of grease off. 
Have ready four carrots and two onions quar- 
tered and that have been parboiled to take off 
the strong taste, and three potatoes cut in 
quarters, Add to meat and finish cooking. 
Within twenty minutes of being done add 
dumplings made as follows: One cup of flour. 
one-fourth teaspoon salt, one teaspoon baking 
powder, sifted in bowl. Add one-half cup of 
milk, drop from tip of spoon into stew, put on 
cover and do not lift it for twenty minutes. 
Thicken gravy after dishing the stew.—Mrs. 
Thomas G. O’Connor, 610 Wenonah avenne., 

Brown Beef Stew.—The meat left from the 
soup should be used for this stew, for it has 
lost practically none of its nutritive value, 
The extractives have been removed, but this 
loss can be made up by adding vegetables with 
strong flavors to the stew. Cut the suet which 
wae bought with the soup bone In small pieces 
and try out enough to make four tablespoons 
of drippings. Add four tabiespoons of flour 
and brown until straw color. Add onions sliced 
and sautéd until flour is weil browned. Add 
two ¢ups of hot water, cook until it thickens, 
then add salt and pepper and one cup of dics. 
carrots. When the carrots are nearly done add 
the meat. Cook slowly for fifteen minutes 
longer. Add more water as it cooks away if

President A. Lawrence Lowell made the asser- 
tion. He showed how geographical and class 
distinctions are being obliterated and how in 
the last few years the students have been co- 
operating with the faculty to make the student 
body a unit. 

President Lowell told of one young man who 
had saved enough money in California to get as 
far as Cambridge, Mase. When he was about 
to leave home his money was stolen.

FRANCE OUT OF DOORS, 

It would be far away from the mark to 
say that French character and habits are 
being made over conspicuously, but it is cer- 
tain that out of door sports are having their 
effect. One writer finds that the status of 
the young girl has been changed, She has 
been allowed the freedom of athletic fields 

meets young men friends as she could 
not have met them before. 

Young Frenchmen are less inclined to 
cafés and to drink. It unfits them for ath- 
letics. French excellence in sports requir- 
ing mechanical genius—with the automobile 
and the aeroplane—is proverbial. Their 
new devotion to prize fighting was discoy- 
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ered when they were found to be supporting 
Sam McVey and Joe Jeannette with de- 
lighted enthusiasm. Fencing was their 
-@wn sport—theirs with the Germans and 
Italians—but football is an importation, 
and this year the French team defeated the 
Scottish in the international.. It made a 
poor showing against England, but that was 
pot because of the individual performance 
of the ptayers. They have not quite caught 
the science of Rugby as the Welsh have 
notably. The Welsh are showing the Enz- 
lish, Scotch, and Irish how to play the came. 

The French are willing to be beaten. 
That means they are willing to learn. Ob- 
servers find that the tendency towards out 
of door exercises has a pronounced effect on 
anation. It becomes less volatile and more 
restrained, A baseball team protesting 
against an umpire’s decigion might seem to 
contradict this, but we have only toimagine 
the Vesuvian irruption which a Latin tem- 
perament unreformed might produce in a 
similar emergency. 

The French will lose nothing that is de- 
lightful in their composition by taking to 
outdoor sports. They may gain a great deal. 

MAKE PROTEST COUNT. 

The decent citizens of Lake View will 
do well to make their present agitation 
against undesirable resorts effective. A 
crime like that committed against Mrs. Lob 
is abhorrent and rouses prompt indignation. 
But we have a facility in forgetting. Mass- 
meetings have been held before and left no 
mark. Let the people of Lake View make 
this crusade count. 

The license of every saloon, dance hall, 
beach, or other resort which attracts un- 
desirables or is not run upon proper lines 
should be demanded of the authorities by a 
delegation so strong that it cannot be re- 
fused. If conditions are what the clergy of 
. Lake View say they are at Wilson avenue 
beach, they should be corrected before they 
are more serious. 

The Wilson avenue neighborhood is one 
of the best residence districts in the city— 
a region of decent homes and decent folk. 

_Its streets should be safe for women and 
children, and it should be kept clear of places 
which tempt young men and young girls to 
their hurt, to say nothing of worse evils. 

If organized public opinion in such a dis- 
trict cannot accomplish this, the city is in 
a bad way, indeed. There should be no 
cifficulty in obtaining the revocation of the 
license of any saloon or other resort of du- 
bious character in any reputable district in 
Chicago, 


AID BY THE PARK BOARDS NEEDED. 

The park and playground program com- 
mittee of the Sane Fourth association wil] 
need the aid of the park boards to make a 
success of tho afternoon exercises of the 
_ Chicago celebration. The west park com- 

missioners already are taking a lively in- 
terest in the program and the Lincoln and 
south park managements may be counted 
on to listen willingly to whatever sugges- 
tions are’made by the committee.

WHERE DOES IT END? 

The trail of sawdust and lard was early 
discovered when Tue Trisune turned the 
searchlight of publicity upon the malodorous 
Lorimer election. That trail has become 
cleared as time passed. But the trail has 
broadened as well as lengthened. 
Besides the activities of the agents of 
fumber and lard, there have appeared more 
and more plainly the interest of railroads in 
the Lorimer affair. Lawyers known in this 
state and some known, at least of late 
years, throughout the country in connection 
with railroad affairs were found to be busy- 
ing themselves in this scandalous matter 
behind the scenes. ¥ 

Another phase of the situation has deve!- 
oped lately. Tue Trispunez recently has 
said that action respecting Edward Hines 
by the directorate of the Union League 
club was a matter for that body to deter- 
mine without interference. 
It now transpires that various railroad 
officials of prominence and also men inter- 
ested in railroad supplies are as busy in the 
interest of Mr. Hines as if they were work- 
ing upon a legislature. 
This development is worthy of prayerful 
consideration by the American people. 
Lumber, lard, railroads, and their allies— 
why do they rally all glong the line to the 
defense of Lorimerism? How far do the 
tentacles of this devil fish extend? Does 
it involve every branch of big business, 
every great corporate interest? Where does 
this noisome and dangerous web end? 


THE LABOR BILLS. 

If the workmen's compensation bill had 
not passed and the employers’ liability bill 
had gone to the governor without the un- 
constitutional clause exempting from its 
provisions the occupation of farming, doubt- 
less it would have been signed by him, 
That bill, if it had become a law, would have 
taken from employers conducting indus- 
tries which were deemed or determined to 
be hazardous certain advantages the com- 
mon law gives them when sued for damages 
by employés. It would have done away 
with the assumption of risk and the fellow 
servant rules, both of which should go. 
The workmen’s compensation bill which 
the governor has signed does not make a 
clean sweep of the common law defenses 
of the employer. It provides that he shall 
be deprived of them if he shall refuse to 
come under the act. It provides that he 
shall retain them if he shall accept the law 
and the employé refuse todo so. Thus the 


one will be induced by the fear of costly 
damage suits and the other by the superior- 
ity of fixed and immediate compensation 
to long and probably fruitless litigation to 
agree to be bound by the law. 

If the governor had signed the employers’ 
liability bill there would not have been so 
great an inducement for emploryés to avail 
themselves of the ¢ompensation law. Many 
of them, listening to the tales of personal 
injury lawyers of the damages that couid 
he recovered, would turn away from it, 
The policy of the framers of the compensa- 
tion law is to substitute certainty for un- 
eertainty and put an end to suits which 
congest the courts and profit none but law- 
yers. The bill which was vetoed clashed 
with that policy and had to go.

THE MARRIAGES ARE NOT VOID. 
THe TRrisun® refuses to change the views 


it has expressed as to marriages celebrated 


since the Municipal court was established. , 
In the first place, while the Municipal 
court act deprived ‘the outside justices of 
all jurisdiction within the city, it did not 
take from them the right to perform purely 
ministerial duties, of which marrying people 
is one. The right to do that is conferred on 
all justices by the marriage aad divorce act. 

In the next place, the fact that common 
law marriages are not recognized in Illinois 
has nothing to do with the matter. When 
aman and a woman take out a marriage 
license in conformity with law, have the 
marriage ceremony performed by a justice 
who has married others, and, as they be- 
lieve, has authority to marry them, and they 
then live together, they have not contracted 
an invalid common law marriage. Even if 
the justice who united them was elected in 
the town of Palos, and they should, strictly 
epeaking, have gone to Palos to be wedded 
by him, the marriage would be neither void 
nor voidable. 


COMPROMISE AND CONSERVATION. 

The conservation leaders in the legis- 
lature should scrutinize any compromise 
measure offered by the old guard. Nogift 
by the Greeks is more open to suspicion than 
is an offering for the public good from the 
gentlemen of the jackpot. 

They must remember that the conserva- 
tion bill before the Forty-fifth general 
assembly was killed by the passage of the 
resolution for a constitutional amendment. 
The Schmidt bill in the Forty-sixth general 
assembly was killed in the house by the 
introduction of the Cooley twenty-four foot 
waterway bill. 

The men who in 1907 said that water 
power must be developed by the state, and 
who in 1909 said that the waterway must be 
twenty-four feet deep, now in 1911 say 
that the waterway is a dream and that con- 
servation is @ speculation, The passage of a 
bill whereby! nothing substantial can be ac 
complished will give two years more for 
public interest to die, for retained attorneys 
to talk, for tainted news bureaus to print 
misinformation. 3 

If the conservation leaders are convinced 
that the Johnson bill for the conservation of 
the entire Desplaines and I\linois rivers can- 
not pass, they might compremise on a bill! to 
acquire all the water power sites and to de- 
velop the water power in the Joliet level. 
Nine-tenths of the riparian ownership of 
this level is in the state and sanitary dis- 
trict, and the remnant is so smal! as to be 
incapable of separate development. 

No doubts can exist as to the earning 
power tof this site. It will be a duplication 
of the existing sanitary district power de- 


velopment, which is now bringing in such 
extraordinary benefits to our taxpayers. A 
bill providing for the construction of this 
power plant as an object lesson and for the 
purchase of the other power sites along the 
waterway will be a substantial step in the 
direction of conservation. 

Any compromise short of this will ameunt 
to a mirrender to the forces of corruption.

ING GEORGE has a number of human 
sticks at hiv dispowal. (hey are not 
termed thus in any derdégatory sense. 
On the contrary, the designations of 
gold and silver sticks to his majesty 
are titles of high honor. So, too, ane the 
terms black rod, white rod, green rod, scarlet 
rod, and now blue rod. The latter title has, 
according to a recent issue of the official 
London Gazette, been bestowed by George V. 
on Sir William Baillie Hamilton, who for 
many years was chief cldrk of the colonial 
office, has been the secretary of innumerable 
colonial conferences, and who was appointed 
by King Edward on his accessidén to be prin- 
cipal officer of the arms to the Order of St. 
Michael and St. George. It 1s as such that he 
has been invested ‘with the title of blue rod, 
probably because the predominant hue of the 
order—that is to say, of the mantle and of the 
ribbon—is of Saxon blue. As blue rod, Bir 
William is intrusted with the organization of 
all ceremonials in connection with the Order 
of St. Michael and St: George, with the ad- 
ministration of its affairs and with the care 
of its records. 

Green is the color of the ribbon and mantle 
of the Scottish Order of the Thistle, and 
that is why Its officer of arms is termed green 
rod. He is the Barl of Mansfield. Charles 
George Barrington, formerly auditor of the 
royal civil list and a relative of Lord Bar- 
rington and of Lord Gray, is known as scar- 
let rod, as officer of arins of the Order of the 
Bath, the ribbon and mantle of which afered& 
There are two black rods, one of them, Ad- 
miral Sir Henry Stephenson, who is officer 
of arms to the Order of the Garter, and dele- 
gated by the king torematin tn attendance on 
the house of lords ata salary from the latter 
of $5,000 m year, while the other is Viscount 
Charlemont, who is officer of arms to the 
Irish Order of St. Patrick. 


~~ 

The white rod is a Scottish dignity of a most 
pecuMar character. For it is not, Mke the 
others, tn the gift of the sovereign, but has 
become an object of barter and purchase, and 
is now held by Sir George Anderson, presi- 
dent of the Bank of Scotland, and who makes 
his home at Edinburgh. The office was 
created by King William the Lion of Scot- 
land, who bestowed it upon his natural son, 
William de Loncennis. Robert Il, by a 
patent dated 13878, stillin existence, bestowed 
the office of the white rod of Scotland upon 
Alexander de Cockburn and his heirs, In 
1757 the head of the house of Cockburn be- 
came bankrupt, and his barony of Langtoune 
and his hereditary office of white rod of 
Scotland were sold by order of the court of 
Session at Edinburgh for the benefit of his 
creditors. Nine years later the Cockburns 
managed to repurchase it, but were again 
obliged to sell it in 1700, the buyer on this 
occasion being Sir Archibald Campbelk. who 
paid $60,000 for the office. 

In 1805 the office again came into the mar- 
ket and was bought by William Walker of 
Coats for his second son, Patrick, who ap- 
peared as white rod of Scotland at the coro- 
nation of George 1V. at Westminster abbey. 
When he died, without issue, the dignity 
passed along with his estate to his two 
sisters, Barbara and Mary Walker, who left 


| all their money to build the Episcopal cathe- 


draichurch of St. Mary’s at Edinburgh, and 
founded for that object the Walker trust. It 
Was aS representative of the Walker trust 
that Sir George Anderson officiated as white 
rod of Scotland at the coronation of Edward 
VIl., being knighted on that occasion, and he 
will figure in a similar capacity next weekat 
the coronation of George V. 

The gold sticks are Field Mershal Lord 
Grenfell and Field Marshal Sir Evelyn Wood, 
as colonels of the First Life guards and the 
Royal Horse guards, while the silver sticks 
are the commanding Neutenant colonele of 
these two regiments. All of them carry 
wands of office, tipped in the case of gold and 
silver sticks with gold and silver, while the 
rods are of the color designated by their 
name, and topped with the royal atme in 
gold, and are borne by their owners before 
the sovereign on all state occasions. /

During the whole of this week Sir Albert 
de Rutzen, chjef of the metropolitan police 
magistrates of London, will be absent from 
his world famed and historic court of Bow 
street. off Covent garden. For the scene of 
his judicial activities is transferred during 
the entire period of the Ascot races to the 
Ascot royal stand 

Ascot being situated In the county of 
Berks, offenses perpetrated in the district 
ought under ordinary ‘circumstances to be 
deakt with by t#e county magistrates and 
justices of the peace. But, according to 
ancient laws dating back six or seven cen- 
turies, all offenses perpetrated within the 
precincts of the sovereign’s palace and 
grouncs are subject to the jurisdiction of 
the lérd steward of the royal household— 
namely: Lord Liverpool, who may or may not 
be assisted by what is known as ‘‘ the board 
of green cloth,’’ and who has authority to 
impose all sorts of pains and penalties, rang- 
ing from fine and imprisonment to death. In 
modern times it has been the practice of the 
lord steward to delegate his authority in the 
matter to the magistrates of the district in 
which the palace is situated, and thefts and 
similar felonies perpetrated at Windsor 
castle are, as a rule, tried by the Berkshire 
justices; whereas conmeées taking place at 
Buckinghdm or St. James palace and at 
Marlborough house are handled by the Lon- 
don police magistrates. The only exception 
thereto is in the case of offenses occurring 
on the Ascot racecourse. 


wsitaion 

It seems that about 100 years ago a par- 
ticularly disgraceful assault upon one of the 
members of the royal party took place at the 
Ascot raees. Neither the prince regent nor 
his brothers had any confidence in the unpaid 
justices of the peace of Berkshifte, and, ac- 
cordingly, the lord steward was directed to 
bring down from London the senior of the 
metropolitam police magistrates to try the 


case, deputing to him al} his own rights and. 


prerogatives in the matter. 

So satisfied were the prince regent ané the 
lord steward with the manner in which the 
affair was handled that it was then and there 
arranged that throughout the Ascot races 
the senior police magistrate of London should 
always be in attendance for the purpose of 
administering summary justice to all thieves 
and wrongdoers arrested for the perpetra- 
tion of offenses on the course. As men- 
tioned, the court is held in a small room in 
the basement of the royal stand, and the 
prisoner usually finds himself duly sentenced 
and on his way to the penitentlary within half 
an hour after his arrest.

On Saturday' next, King George will, in ac- 
cordance with the custom set by his father, 
give a picnic to the members of his family, his 
royal guests, and a few of the more favored 
of his English friends at Virginia Water. 
Tourists seldom obtain more than a gijmpse 
thereof, if, indeed, they see it at all, ahd the 
only persons.who are in a position to appre- 
ciate its sylvan beauties are those who have 
been invited as the private guests of the king 
and queen. 

Virginia Water is a creation of the Duke of 
Cumberland, uncle of George III., and it was 
in the year of his victory of Culloden that 
he availed himself of his position as ranger 
of the royal forest of Windsor to convert 
a large morass within its precincts into a 
beautiful lake, calling to his assistance Pau} 
Sandby, the water color artist, who showed 
himself a wonderful landscape gardener. The 
lake includes islands, waterfalls, Grecian 
temples, and a mixed lot of Tunisian ruins, 
obtained from the cellars of the British mu- 
seum, while floating on the waters is a twenty 
ton brig, rigged and armed like a man of war 
of seventy years ago, which used to provide 
entertainment and instruction to King Ed- 
ward and his brothers in their boyhood ,

1 am not so sure that such a 
tremendous amount of benefit has accrued 
directly, owing to the impossible nature of 
many of the queries and complaints sub- 
mitted. But you have certainly done won- 
cers in bringing to the notice of the munici- 
pal, state, and public utility officials mat- 
ters which the private citizen might have 
raved about until committed to Colney 
Hatel. and yet never received any recogni- 
tion. Tue TRIBUN® carries too many guns 
for the average public official to smile and 
lovingly remember Commodore Vanderbilt's 
historic remark anent the dear public. To 
be sure, you have failed to obtain replies 
from a scattering few—such as the south 
side I.—but the most of them have come 
t> time. 

Now, what has appeared to me the main 
thing achieved by your campaign is the 
evidence of the utter lack of supervision 
prevalent in our state, municipal, and pub- 
lic service management. Some one makes 
a holler to “ The Friend of the People,” de- 
scribing an abuse that every one knows 
has existed for a long time. Thereupon 
you send a copy of the letter received to 
the proper official and he replies: “ On inves- 
tigation I observe” and soforth. Now the 
state, city, and public service corpora- 
tions are supposed to maintain a corps of 
“ jiuspectors,” whose duty, one would think, 
is to see that these abuses do not gain be- 
ing. Nevertheless, in every last case, it 
appears that the attention of the bosses 
must be called to the most flagrant and dam- 
nable outrages before official natice is taken 
thereof.

F’rinstance, I notice in your issue of to- 
day a complaint touching the condition of 
n pavement at Fifty-fourth place and Jef- 
ferson, which any one passing that way 
knows has been a cesspool for a long time. 
Your superintendent of streets replies that 
“On investigation” he discovers that the 
street is in such shape that it is a public 
nuisance, describes the reasons for the same, 
and suavely lets it go atthat, The super- 
intendent of streets surely knew of the 
extraordinary condition of the street named. 
Why did he wait the “ Friend’s ” invitation 
to get busy and investigate? 

I am no kicker and don’t care, for I 
have lived in Chicago for nearly twenty 
years and know full well that it is no use 
kicking.

Dealers Raise Pieuwie: | but Supers Are 


Active—Berries Poor; Peddlers Get 
Bulk—Other Produce Steady. 


Potatoes again took the center of the prod- 
Ucc Stage yesterday, the market showing 
Pronounced strength, with prices 15@20c 
higher. Receipts of new stock were limited, 
and under an active demand the supply on 
sale was quickly disposed of, the sharp ad- 
vance failing to check buyers. The fact that 
arrivals of new potatoes are expected to be 
light for some time was a factor, the Texas 
crop being practically all shipped, while little 
is expected from Arkansas or Indian terri- 
tory. The excessive heat and dry weather 
that have prevailed in the southwest have 
damaged the potato crop seriously. The 
market for old potatoes was helped by the 
strength in new, receipts of the former being 
larger than a week ago ora year ago. De- 
mand was active at the advance, and the 
liberal offerings proved to be insufficient. 


No changes were made in prices for either butter 
or eggs, but some reductions were necessary in 
cheese. Trading in poultry was only fair and 
sales were made at former values. Arrivals of 
strawberries were rather ligat f.r a Monday, but 
the supply proved to be sufficient to meet all re- 
quirements and prices for the cene.al run of stuff 
were steady. The bulk uf ‘be offerings were 
again soft and canners and peddlers secured most 
of them.

POLICY CHANGED 
BY SUGAR TRUST 


Officials Point Out Difference 
in Management Since the 
Havemeyer Regime. 


CHIEF HAS TO ANSWER. 


Acting President Atkins Tells of 
Stockholders Scattered All 
Over the Globe. 


Washington, D. C., June 12.—Ruling that 
the facts regarding which former officers of 
the American Sugar Refining company are 
under indictment are essential to the inquiry, 
the house committee of investigation of the 
sugar trust today required Acting President 
Edwin F. Atkins of the company to anewer 
questions regarding its attempts to acquire 
the Pennsylvania Sugar Refining company 
at Philadelphia. 

Counsel ineffectually appealed to the com- 
mittee not to go into this matter on the 
ground that the former officers are awaiting 
trial in November on a charge of conspiracy 


that their interests would be prejudiced if 
the committee prejudged the caeée. 

Mr. Atkins testified he had no direct 
knowledge regarding the Pennsylvania 
transaction, which, he said, was negotiated 
under the presidency of Henry O. Have- 
meyer. He said he protested years ago 
against the policy of the company acquiring 
beet sugar plants. The company officials 
point out that the company has undergone a 
thorough change of management and of pol- 
icy since the Havemeyer régime. 


Stock Scattered All Over Globe. 

Mr. Atkins testified that the American 
Sugar Refining company’s stock is scattered 
all over the globe, with 19,359 stockholders In 
November, 1910.. The average individual 
holding of stock was said to be less than fifty 
shares and more than 9,500 shareholders own 
ten shares or under. 

Mr. Atkins submitted a statement to show 
that during 1910 the company manufactured 
slightly more than 42 per cent of the total] 
consumption of sugar in the United States, 
while the beet sugar companies manufac- 
tured 14 per cent Of the twenty-one cane 
sugar refineries in the United States the re- 
fining company owns seven directly or 
through subsidiary companies, and has a 
stock interest, less than a majority, in four. 
Of the sixty-eight factories which produce 
beet sugar, the American company is inter- 
ested through stock ownership in thirty- 


| three. 


Holdings Steadily Reduced. 

“The company has in expanding the pro- 
duction of sugar and promoting commerce 
therein acquired stocks in various beet sugar 
companies. It has a reasonable confidence 
that the validity of these holdings will be 
sustained as in expansion rather than in re- 
striction of trade. 

“These holdings ~- have, however; been 
steadity reduced in the last three years by 
sales trom me to time, and with two 
unimportant exceptions the company has 
only’a minority’ ifitérest in any of the ‘beet 
sugar companies to which reference is made. 


TO EXAMINE NEW YORK BANKS. 


C. A. Hanna Selected by the New 
York Clearing House at Sal- 
ary of $20,000. 


New York, Jun@ 12.—[Spedial.]—<C. A, 
Hanna has been selected chief examiner of 
the New York Clearing House association, 
under the plan recently adopted by that or- 
ganization to establish a system of examina- 
tion covering the institutions belonging to it. 
The salary has been fixed at $20,000 a year. 
He was for many years national bank es- 
aminer. He took charge of the liquidation of 
the National bank of North America and was 
one of the principal witnesses for the govern- 
ment in the suit against Charles W. Morse. 


CHICAGO LIVE STOCK MARKET. 


Prime 1564 Ib steers topped the Chicago 
market Monday at $6.65, the highest price 
since Apfi 17 last. There was strong demand 
for good to choice beeves, in spite of a liberal 
run of 23,000, prices above the $6.00 line 
showed a firm basis, with spots 10c higher 
than last week. The general run of medium 
and plain cattle at $5.40@5.85 held an un- 
changed basis. The latter were dull sellers 
throughout the session, in competition with 
generous receipts of grass natives and Texas 
steers in the west. The supply of good corn 
fed beeves was only up to trade requirements, 
these gétting a broad shipper call while ex- 
porters also bought freely. 

The hog market showed considerable strength tn 
the face of heavy supplies of 48,000.

Lumber Trade “Persecuted,” He Says. 
“And if I may be permitted I may say some- 
thing about the lumber business generally 
that will coincide with the present public 
agitation in favor of conserving our natura] 
resources,” said’ Mr. Long. “ By reason of 
s0 much public clamor and, I might say, 
prosecution or persecution of the lumber 
trade, the dealers are denied the privilege 
of codperating to save much of the forests. 

“If the manufacturers of lumber dared to 
act together they could produce conditions 
that would conserve about 20 per cent of the 
lumber of the forests that is now going to 
waste. 

“ By reason of this agitation the prices of 
lumber are so demoralized, and the dealers 
are operating so much at cross purposes, that 
about 20 per cent of the logs are left in the 
forests to decay and become unproductive. 


Take Only Profitable Logs. 

“Under present conditions it is imposisble 
to work these smaller and less desirable logs 
and the result is that the manufacturers 
leave them and take only the logs that can 
be worked at a profit. The natural result of 
this is to Geplete our forests much more rap- 
idly than would be the case if these smaller 
logs were used. 

“'The sending of price Mists to the different 
dealers is the natural outcome of good busi- 
ness. The price lists are only recommenda- 
tions to the dealers. Our company uses the 
price lists only a8 a guide in offering lumber 
for the market. Semetimes our prices are 
lower and sometimes higher than those 
shown in the price lists. It's a matter of busi- 
ness judgment on the part of the individual 
manufacturers. It is ndét mandatory for the 
dealers to follow those prices. There are no 
penalties for not following the recommenda- 
tions of the price list.”’

Missouri Pacific holds approximately $10,000,000 
of Denver preferred, and passing the dvidend 
means @ reduction of §500,000 in the Missouri Pa- 
cifie’s current income. But if the position of Den- 
ver requires the passing of the dividend, it Is to be 
expected that the course, instead of proving harm-

Western Pacific Holds Key. 


The key to this situation is the position of West- 
ern Pacific, regarding which the stockholders of the 
Denver and the public at large have not yet been 
informed in detail, inasmuch as Western Pacific 
has not yet begun the publication of earning state- 
ments.

Thousand Delegates Meet in 
Stockholm, with Many 
Countries Represented. 


MRS. CATT RE-ELECTED. 


Warm Welcome Given the Rev. 
Dr. Anna Shaw by the 
Assembly. : 


STOCKHOLM, June 12.~—The sixth con- 
gress of the International Woman Suffrage 
alliance opened here tod@y with a thousand 
delegates from Europe, the United States, 
Australia, and South Africd present. 

The ad@ress of welcome was made by Mra. 
Anna Whitlock of Sweden, after which Mrs. 
Carrie Chapman Catt was re#lected presi- 
Gent. 


Speaks on Movément’s History. 
Riksdag Deputy Beckman spoke warmly 
in favor of suffrage for women, and then Mrs. 
Catt deHvereé a long and eloquent address 
on the history of the movement 
Mrs. Frederick Nathan of New York pro- 
posed the formation of an association of 
Swedish men to work for woman suffrage. 
The congress wil) last until Saturday. 


Warm Welcome to Dr. Shaw. 
Interesting incidents of tocay’s session were 
the presentation to the congress by Janet 
Richarde of a suffrage baton sent by the 
women of Washingtonand the warm weicome 
accorded to the Rev. Dr. Anna Shaw, the 
whole assembly rising at her entrance. 
‘The newspapers speak highly of Dr. Shaw's 
eloquence at the religious service held Sun- 
day at the Gustave Vasa church, where she 
occupied the pulpit. ‘ 


SUFFRAGE WORKERS AT OUTS. 

Milwaukee, Wis., June 12.—[Special.]—A. 
serious situation has arisen in the face of the 
eoming campaign for a referendum to grant 
women the right to vote. 

The Wisconsin Woman's Suffrage league 
does not intend to work under the guidance 
of the new element of suffrage workers who 
are organized as the Wisconsin Political 
Equality league. The Political Equality 
league was founded by Mary Swain Wagner. 

For many months it has been understood 
that the Rev. Olympia Brown of Racine, 
president of the Wisconsin Woman's Suf- 
frage league, which has existed over fifty 
years, did not feel friendly toward the Politi- 
cal Equality league, of which Miss Ada 
James of Richland Center, is president. Miss 
James is the daughter of Senator James, 
who introduced the equal suffrage bill. 

Tilinois Workers at Flora. 

Foora, Ill., June 12.—[Specia!l.]—The suffre- 
get campaign was launched In this.city today. 
The Chicago party came by rail, their car 
having broken down at Lawrenceville, there- 
by preventing overland travel until the latter 
part of this week. 

An enthusiastic crowd welcomed the party 
here. The first speaker, Mrs. A. C. King, 
talked for the ballot from the home point of 
view. She delivered broadsides against the 
ideas of the men who persist in compelling 
the women to submit to political restraints 
existing tn the time of their grandmothers. 

She said women were a dominant factor in 
all lines of industry, that the laws governing 
factories and offices were inimica) to her nat- 
ural development, and that the home inter- 
esta were jeopardized by the absence of laws 
conducive to present mora) and economic 
necessities. She contended fervently for her 
eonstitutional rights, alluding to the unfair 
Genial she had tn the voice of any law which 
levied taxes on her property. 

Speech by Miss Grim. 

Miss Harriet B. Grim contended thag the 
home interests were the most important 
consideration of any government and that if 

-the ballot were given to women great strides 
of social and political progress would re- 
gult. She said the present legislation practi- 
cally ignored the interests of childhood, and 
Was concerned with the measures of corpo- 
rate greed. 

She urged reforms for the factory women, 
such as better sanitation, amusement parks, 
and intellectual diversion. Reference was 
made to the juvenile courts in various cities, 
notably Denver. Mention was made of work 
along this line In Chicago. 

The party remained in this city over night 
end will go to Xenia, Ill., tomorrow where 
they wil! hold an afternoon meeting.
